Otherwise, the Board may direct the staff
to review the matter or the matter may be placed on a future agenda. Individuals may be
limited to speak for three (3) minutes with a total of 30 minutes allotted for Call to the Public
per meeting.

Mr. Al Gibbons of Chino Valley addressed the Chino Valley Fire District Board of
Directors. He indicated he is not pleased with the fire department regarding some
unnamed situations that are occurring and asked each individual Board member to



contact him personally to discuss. Additionally, he stated concern regarding the 2%
COLA adjustment that is being considered and cited pay raise amounts for a few
federal employee groups, social security recipients, the military and employees of the
City of Prescott.
